IN  TR  OD  UCTION 

WE  HAVE  but  one  object  in  view  in  publishing  CANCER  TRUTHS, 
and  that  is,  that  by  the  recording  of  the  facts  we  have  learned,  we 
may  be  able  to  bring  the  hope  of  relief  and  final  recovery  to  many 
who  are  now  suffering  in  body  and  mind. 

The  mission,  therefore,  of  this  book  is  one  of  mercy.  Its  message  is  di¬ 
rected  particularly  to  those  people  who  are  perfectly  aware  that  they  have 
Cancer,  as  well  as  to  those  who  fear  they  have,  but  are  uncertain,  and  are,  as 
a  consequence  of  this  uncertainty,  suffering  the  tortures  of  mind  no  one  can 
describe  who  has  not  been  similarly  afflicted. 

And  so  we  would  say  here,  at  the  very  beginning,  that  no  matter  what 
you  may  think  about  Cancer  it  can  be  cured,  if  taken  in  time.  And  we  want 
to  devote  this  book  and  its  message  to  prove  the  assertion,  so  that  we  may> 
if  possible,  persuade  the  person  who  knows  he  has  Cancer,  and  the  person  who 
fears,  but  is  uncertain,  to  take  the  matter  in  hand  in  time. 

In  time  how  we  wish  we  could  make  these  words  mean  to  you  what  we 
know  they  should  mean  to  you.  If  we  could  only  burn  them  deep  into  the 
mind  and  conscience  of  everyone  afflicted  or  threatened  with  Cancer,  how 
much  more  good  we  might  be  able  to  do  in  this  world. 

In  time  two  words  that  might  well  be  the  theme  of  a  series  of  sermons 
on  Cancer.  In  time — how  many  people  have  gone  to  untimely  graves  because 
they  delayed  until  it  was  too  late! 

This  is  the  sad  side  which  too  often  confronts  us — but  it  is  not  the  side 
that  we  want  to  dwell  upon  exclusively.  We  want  to  present  the  hopeful 
side,  also.  For  there  is  hope,  established  on  a  firm  foundation. 

When  we  first  began  specializing  on  cancer,  physicians,  almost  to  the  man, 
claimed  it  to  be  an  incurable  disease.  From  the  first,  we  contended  it  is  curable. 
We  have  lived  to  see  this  opinion  confirmed  by  practically  all  well-informed 
physicians.  They  now  tell  you  it  is  a  curable  disease,  if  proper  treatment 
and  skill  are  employed  in  time 

It  is  now  twenty-five  years  since  we  decided  to  devote  our  entire  time  and 
attention  to  the  special  study  and  treatment  of  Cancer.  At  first  we  were 
compelled  to  grope  in  the  dark,  with  but  little  definite  information  to  guide 
us,  because  at  that  time  no  one  knew  very  much  definitely  about  Cancer  For 
that  reason  we  failed  to  cure  many  cases  that  came  to  us  for  treatment.  The 
same  kind  of  cases  applying  to  us  now  yield  readily  to  our  treatment,  due, 
in  great  measure,  to  the  knowledge  we  have  gained  in  the  intervening  years 
and  the  improved  methods  we  have  developed. 
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Therefore,  we  have  confidence  in  ourselves  and  in  our  methods,  and  we 
are  able  to  inspire  confidence  in  our  patients,  by  furnishing  the  evidence  that 
we  have  cured  many  cases  similar  to  theirs. 

We  have  gained  this  knowledge  because  we  have  devoted  our  entire  time 
and  energies  to  the  study  of  Cancer,  in  all  its  various  phases,  and  because  we 
have  been  fortunate  in  having  thousands  of  patients  come  to  us  for  treatment, 
giving  us  the  opportunity  of  a  wide  range  of  study  and  research. 

We  attribute  our  ability  to  the  fact  that  during  all  these  years  we  have, 
as  we  said  before,  confined  our  practice  and  study  entirely  to  the  treatment 
of  this  one  disease,  and  have  made  a  careful  and  searching  study  of  every 
case  treated.  So  that  now  when  a  patient  applies  to  us  for  examination  or 
treatment,  we  are  able  to  classify  the  case  in  a  class  with  many  that  we  have 
treated  successfully,  and  can  follow  a  similar  line  of  treatment,  varying  the 
treatment,  of  course,  according  to  the  indications,  and  with  improved  technique 
we  are  able  to  treat  the  case  from  day  to  day  to  a  successful  end. 

We  have  also  been  asked  why,  being  regular  physicians,  we  happened 
to  select  the  medicinal  or  non-surgical  treatment  of  Cancer.  We  answer  that 
by  saying:  “When  we  were  students  in  medical  college,  and  attended  the 
clinics  in  three  of  the  largest  cities  in  the  country,  where  the  clinical  facilities 
at  the  various  city  hospitals  were  equal  to  any  in  the  world,  we  were  profoundly 
impressed  with  the  appearance  of  utter  hopelessness  of  the  professors  or  surgeons 
in  charge  of  the  clinic  whenever  a  Cancer  case  was  presented  for  treatment. 
They  would  appear  bewildered  for  a  time,  as  if  lost  in  deep  study,  their  faces 
the  picture  of  doubt  and  perplexity,  as  they  seemed  to  be  groping  in  space 
for  something  that  would  bring  about  the  desired  relief.  But  invariably  they 
would  turn  to  the  class  with  the  remark:  ‘This  is  a  case  of  malignancy;  I 
am  sorry  to  say  it,  but  our  profession  has  little  to  offer.  The  only  thing  we 
can  do  is  to  cut  it  out;  maybe  that  will  help.  With  the  consent  of  the  patient 
we  will  try;  we  can  promise  nothing.’  ’’ 

Sometimes  the  consent  was  obtained,  even  with  no  promise  of  relief.  The 
futility  of  it  all  impressed  us,  and  we  made  a  special  effort  to  follow  up  the 
result  of  these  operations  to  see  if  surgery  really  offered  no  hope,  for  we  had 
at  one  time  entertained  ambitions  to  become  great  surgeons. 

We  were  greatly  disappointed  in  finding  that  in  many  cases  the  attempt 
at  relief  had  not  only  failed  to  cure,  but  that  the  disease  returned  in  a  few 
months  in  an  aggravated  form,  and  that  then  the  patient  was  in  a  worse 
condition,  if  possible,  than  if  no  treatment  whatever  had  been  given. 

During  the  years  that  we  have  been  specializing  in  Cancer,  this  experience 
has  been  multiplied  many,  many  times  over,  by  the  hundreds  of  cases  that  have 
come  under  our  observation,  where  one,  two  and  three  operations  have  been 
performed  in  a  vain  attempt  to  cure  the  malady. 

An  ideal  was  shattered,  and  we  then  and  there  decided  that  when  we 
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finished  our  college  course,  secured  our  diplomas  and  license  to  practice,  we 
would  devote  our  efforts  toward  the  finding  of  some  treatment  that  would 
cure  such  cases,  and  not  be  compelled  to  advise  an  operation  when  cases  of 
Cancer  came  to  us  in  the  course  of  our  practice. 

How  well  we  have  succeeded  is  best  answered  by  the  hundreds  of  people 
who  are  alive  and  well  today  as  a  result  of  this  firm  determination  of  physicians 
who  were  not  satisfied  with  conditions  as  they  found  them. 

W  hile  it  is  true  that  we  have  not  been  successful  in  curing  all  cases  that 
have  applied  to  us  for  treatment,  we  are,  however,  curing  a  larger  per  cent, 
than  ever  before,  and  we  are  gaining  new  knowledge  every  day. 

Our  improved  facilities  for  caring  for  such  cases;  the  more  searching  ex¬ 
amination  made  as  to  the  patient’s  general  health;  the  more  scientific  selec¬ 
tion  of  the  indicated  remedies;  the  special  attention  given  to  elimination  and 
to  building  up  the  general  health;  the  systematic  and  periodical  examination 
of  the  blood,  urine,  etc.,  have  been  the  means  which  have  enabled  us  to  cure 
the  more  difficult  cases,  to  increase  the  percentage  of  cures  and  to  decrease 
the  percentage  of  failures. 

Were  it  possible  for  us  to  bring  such  evidence  as  we  have  in  our  posses¬ 
sion  to  the  attention  of  all  Cancer  sufferers,  and  they  would  heed  the  informa¬ 
tion  and  advice  in  time,  the  percentage  of  deaths  from  Cancer  would  be  still 
further  greatly  reduced. 

Let  us,  therefore,  urge  everyone  who  reads  this  book,  even  the  doubting 
Thomases,  to  find  out  for  himself  or  herself  whether  or  not  what  we  say  regarding 
the  curability  of  Cancer  is  true. 

For  the  purpose  of  assisting  you  in  your  investigation,  we  have  published 
herein  names  of  many  men  and  women  who  have  unquestionably  recovered 
from  Cancer  without  a  surgical  operation,  and  who  are  today  among  the  living 
as  a  result  of  this  treatment. 

Because  they  have  been  cured  these  good  people  are  eager  to  assist  us 
in  every  way  possible  to  spread  broadcast  the  good  news.  They  want  you 
to  know  that  Cancer  can  be  cured,  and  they  have  signified  a  willingness  to 
answer  all  letters  directed  to  them  in  regard  to  the  treatment  they  received. 

We  encourage  thorough  investigation  because  we  find  the  person  who  in¬ 
vestigates  most  thoroughly  by  communication  with  a  number  of  persons  who 
have  been  cured,  is  always  the  one  who  is  most  ready  to  place  his  case  in  our 
care,  and  come  under  the  treatment.  He  is  the  one  also  who  becomes  en¬ 
thusiastic  in  wanting  to  help  others  to  the  same  cure.  In  this  way  as  our 
patients  are  multiplied  and  cured,  each  goes  out  as  a  missionary  in  the  life¬ 
saving  service,  and  the  truth  and  the  proof  about  the  cure  of  Cancer  is  carried 
into  almost  every  community  of  this  country.  The  result  is  that  each  year 
witnessesTnany  valuable  lives  saved  to  still  further  usefulness. 
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Cause  of  Cancer 


Cancer  is,  one  of  those  diseases  which  medical  men  call  a  chronic  intoxi¬ 
cation.  This  means  that  it  is  a  disease  of  slow  development,  induced  by 
faulty  elimination,  or  by  the  failure  of  the  body  and  excretory  organs,  such 
as  the  lungs,  kidneys,  bowels,  and  so  forth,  to  throw  off  the  poisonous  wastes 
of  the  tissues.  The  Cancerous  condition  commences  when  the  system  is  not 
able  to  throw  off  its  wastes,  yet  a  person  in  this  condition  may  never  develop 
Cancer. 

From  the  findings  and  determinations  of  our  clinical  research  in  hundreds 
of  cases  of  all  kinds,  we  have  found  Cancer  to  be  both  a  local  and  constitu¬ 
tional  disease,  and  that  it  is  necessary  to  treat  it  as  such.  The  sore  or  tumor 
is  merely  a  local  manifestation  of  the  chronic  constitutional  condition.  The 
location  of  the  Cancerous  growth  is  determined  by  irritation;  that  is,  it  appears 
at  the  location  weakened  by  injury  or  some  form  of  irritation. 

In  order  for  a  diseased  condition  of  any  kind  to  be  set  up  in  the  system, 
there  must  first  be  a  deviation  from  the  normal  condition.  The  human  body 
has  been  likened  unto  a  complex  machine  with  every  part  working  in  unison, 
each  part  having  its  particular  function  to  perform,  and  must  be  kept  in  per¬ 
fect  order.  Failure  of  any  one  part  to  perform  its  function,  if  not  immediately 
discovered  and  corrected,  results  disastrously.  And  so  it  is  with  the  human 
body.  If  there  is  an  abnormal  condition  of  any  part  or  parts,  disease  is  the 
result. 

When  a  patient  comes  to  us  for  treatment,  the  first  thing  we  proceed  to 
do  is  to  ascertain  where  the  abnormal  condition  exists.  In  98  per  cent,  of  all 
Cancer  patients,  we  find  a  long  standing  and  obstinate  case  of  constipation. 
This  causes  a  retention  and  absorption  of  gaseous  substances  that  should  be 
eliminated.  In  other  cases,  we  find  insufficient  secretion  of  urine.  The  kid¬ 
neys  are  wonderful  purifying  organs.  Forty-eight  per  cent,  of  the  waste  of  the 
body  should  be  eliminated  through  the  kidneys.  If  they  are  not  performing 
their  function  as  they  should,  the  salts  in  the  system  are  retained,  and  their 
retention  sets  up  an  irritation  or  disturbance  that  is  essentially  favorable  to  the 
growth  of  Cancer.  Quantitative  and  qualitative  analysis  of  the  urine  and 
microscopic  examinations  show  to  what  extent  this  condition  exists. 

Nearly  all  of  our  patients  attribute  the  cause  of  their  Cancer  to  some  local 
irritation,  such  as  frequent  cutting  of  a  mole  or  wart  on  the  face  or  neck  when 
shaving;  the  irritation  brought  about  by  a  hot  pipe  stem;  an  irritated  scar 
from  a  burn  or  other  injury;  frost  bite,  sun  burn  and  numerous  other  causes 
that  excite  local  irritation. 

While  we  attribute  irritation  to  be  the  local  exciting  cause  for  the  appear¬ 
ance  of  a  Cancerous  sore  or  tumor,  which  determines  the  place  of  development, 
it  is  not  to  be  understood  that  every  person  who  receives  such  injuries  and 
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irritations  will  develop  Cancer.  But  if  there  is  a  run-down  condition  of  the 
system,  if  the  vitality  is  below  par,  if  there  is  chronic  constipation,  if  the  kid¬ 
neys  and  other  excretory  organs  are  not  performing  their  functions  properly, 
or  if  the  patient  has  gone  through  what  is  called  the  pre-Cancerous  condition 
of  defective  elimination,  Cancer  is  most  likely  to  result.  It  is  a  foregone  con¬ 
clusion,  and  so  recognized  by  all  authorities,  that  Cancer  most  frequently 
develops  on  regions  of  the  body  exposed  to  irritation.  This  we  term  the  local 
exciting  cause,  but  the  exciting  cause  alone  will  not  develop  Cancer. 

For  obvious  reasons  men  more  often  suffer  from  Cancer  of  the  exposed 
surfaces.  In  men  we  usually  find  Cancer  on  the  lip,  cheek,  nose,  eye,  ear, 
neck  and  hand.  Women  are  more  often  affected  with  Cancer  of  the  breast, 
as  the  mammary  gland  is  most  exposed  to  traumatism,  such  as  accidental 
bumping  from  a  child’s  head  wrhen  nursing;  blows  from  a  broom  handle  slipping 
and  striking  the  breast  while  sweeping;  striking  the  breast  on  a  chair  or  corner 
of  a  table  when  stooping  to  pick  up  something  from  the  floor;  caked  breast 
following  confinement;  abscesses;  and  numerous  other  injuries  to  the  delicate 
tissue  structure  of  the  breast  which  set  up  irritation  and  inflammation. 

It  is  an  evident  fact  that  the  uterus  and  mammary  glands,  or  breasts,  are 
closely  associated  and  in  intimate  sympathy.  Whatever  affects  one  usually 
affects  the  other.  This  is  noticed  by  women  generally  at  the  menstrual  period, 
when  the  breasts  become  sensitive  and  tender.  In  the  majority  of  cases  of 
Cancer  of  the  breast  we  find  laceration,  ulceration  or  engorgement  of  the 
uterus. 

Cancer  is  a  disease  of  middle-aged  and  elderly  people.  Certain  tempera¬ 
ments  seem  to  be  prone  to  malignancy.  The  careful  records  we  have  kept  for 
years  indicate  that  there  is  no  tendency  to  heredity. 

As  a  rule  patients  are  deceived  in  the  early  development  of  Cancer.  If 
on  the  lip  they  think  it  a  fever  blister  or  a  cold  sore;  if  on  any  other  part  of  the 
face,  they  think  it  some  form  of  eczema.  In  the  beginning  Cancer  does  not 
cause  pain,  and  one  is  inclined  to  look  upon  it  as  a  trivial  matter  and  neglect 
proper  treatment.  A  lump  in  the  breast  of  a  woman  past  the  age  of  35,  which 
has  been  present  for  any  length  of  time,  and  does  not  yield  to  simple  ordinary 
home  remedies  that  she  may  employ,  but  gradually  grows  larger,  should  be 
looked  upon  with  suspicion.  A  sore  on  the  lip  or  any  part  of  the  face  or  hand, 
which  does  not  get  well  in  a  few  days,  should  receive  attention  and  expert 
advice  should  be  obtained.

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Technical  Classification  of  Cancer 

Neoplasms  are  tumors  composed  of  new-grown  tissue  of  a  typical 
development. 

Carcinoma,  or  Cancer,  is  an  epithelial  neoplasm  of  embryonic  type. 

A  Papilloma  is  an  epithelial  neoplasm  of  adult  type. 

An  Epithelioma  is  a  Carcinoma  developed  in  stratified  epithelium. 

An  Adenoma  is  a  glandular  epithelial  neoplasm  of  adult  type. 

A  Sarcoma  is  a  connective  tissue  neoplasm  of  embryonic  type. 

A  Fibroma  is  a  connective  tissue  neoplasm  of  adult  type. 

Of  the  foregoing  growths  Carcinoma  and  Epithelioma  are  the  only  ones 
properly  called  Cancers.  The  Papilloma  and  Adenoma  may  develop  into 
Cancers,  and  are  often  to  be  regarded  with  suspicion,  but  they  are  not  Cancers. 
The  Sarcoma  is  also  a  very  malignant  tumor,  but  it  is  not  a  Cancer,  although 
commonly  called  such 

There  are  at  least  two  other  malignant  tumors  which  do  not  strictly  belong 
to  either  of  these  classes — the  Hypernephroma  and  the  Deciduoma.  The  Hy¬ 
pernephroma  is  composed  of  embryonic  tissue  similar  to  the  suprarenal  cap¬ 
sule,  and  the  Deciduoma  is  composed  of  a  malignant  development  of  placenta. 
The  Deciduoma  is  one  of  the  most  malignant  tumors.  Fortunately,  both  of 
these  tumors  are  comparatively  rare. 

A  much  more  extensive  technical  classification  might  be  made  of  the  true 
Cancers  or  Carcinomas,  but  the  above  statement  will  suffice. 

Johnson's  Pathological  Laboratory 

for  Cancer  Research 

For  several  years  past  we  have  maintained  a  Laboratory  for  scientific 
Cancer  research  and  investigation,  known  as  Johnson's  Pathological  Labora¬ 
tory  for  Cancer  Research.  Since  the  establishment  of  this  laboratory  many 
hundreds  of  Cancer  cases  have  been  reviewed  and  this  institution  is  believed 
to  have  attained  the  nation's  greatest  progress  in  the  diagnosis  and  prognosis 
of  this  disease. 

For  reasons  definitely  determined,  this  Research  Laboratory  bases  its 
conclusions  and  investigations  upon  the  proposition  that  Cancer  is  a  constitu¬ 
tional  disease — neither  a  vegetable  nor  animal  parasite — therefore  its  researches 
are  exclusively  clinical  ;  that  is,  dealing  with  cases  of  human  Cancer  coming 
under  its  examination,  of  practically  all  varieties,  locations  and  stages  of  de¬ 
velopment.  It  is  proven  practice,  instead  of  undemonstrated  theory,  hence 
the  determinations  are  actual  and  practical,  instead  of  being  founded  upon 
theoretical  research  with  neoplasms  of  rats,  mice,  guinea  pigs,  rabbits,  monkeys, 
chickens,  fishes,  etc. 
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A  Cancer  Research,  conforming  to  the  most  scientific  criteria,  and  pursued 
for  the  past  fifteen  years,  leads  to  the  following  fundamental  conclusions: 

1 .  Human  Cancer  is  a  chronic  alkaline  auto-intoxication. 

2.  The  essential  of  this  alkaline  intoxication  is  the  retention  and  fixation 
of  carbon  dioxid  in  the  tissues. 

3.  The  locus  of  the  Cancerous  tumor  is  determined  by  chronic  irritation, 
either  direct  or  reflex. 

4.  Cancer  is  an  affection  of  persons  past  middle  life. 

5.  The  hyperalkalinity  of  Cancer  can  be  concentrated  in  the  exposed 
parts  of  the  body. 

6.  Epitheliomas,  or  skin  Cancers,  are  the  most  numerous. 

7.  Cancers  of  the  breast  are  second  in  number. 

8.  Epitheliomas  predominate  below  the  wrist  band  and  above  the  collar 
in  blonde  men  who  lead  an  outdoor  life. 

q.  Epitheliomas  are  rare  in  brunettes. 

10.  Epitheliomas  of  the  exposed  surfaces  are  rare  in  the  dark  races. 

1 1 .  Epitheliomas  are  rare  in  persons  of  indoor  life. 

12.  Cancer  patients  are  the  victims  of  chronic  constipation,  pass  a  small 
amount  of  urine  low  in  chlorids  and  alkalies,  have  high  blood  pressure,  and 
subnormal  temperature. 

13.  Cancer  is  not  hereditary. 

14.  Cancer  is  not  contagious. 

15.  Persons  exposed  to  climatic  conditions  are  more  apt  to  develop  Cancer. 

16.  There  is  no  pain  in  the  early  stages. 

1 7.  The  disease  may  be  slow  or  rapid  in  development. 

18.  Cancer  is  a  constitutional  disease. 

iq.  The  Cancer  tumor  is  merely  a  local  manifestation. 

20.  Practically  all  cases  of  external  Cancer  are  amenable  to  medicinal 
measures  promptly  and  intelligently  employed. 

Physicians  visiting  this  Research  Laboratory  who  are  unacquainted  with 
the  work  carried  on  are  astonished  to  see  the  thoroughness  of  the  methods 
employed  and  the  advancement  that  has  been  made  in  the  control  of  Cancer. 
Some  of  these  physicians  have  visited  different  widely  known  Cancer  hospitals 
and  research  institutions,  and  are  frank  to  confess  that  nowhere  else  have 
they  found  anything  equal  in  scientific  value  to  that  which  has  been  discovered 
in  Johnson’s  Pathological  Laboratory  for  Cancer  Research. 

In  consequence  of  these  advanced  determinations  it  follows  that  this  in¬ 
stitution  is  also  the  farthest  advanced  in  the  successful  treatment  of  Cancer.

Scientific  Examination  of  Every  Case 

Every  patient  coming  under  our  treatment  is  systematically  examined. 
Immediately  following  the  physical  examination,  the  patient  enters  the  Path¬ 
ological  Laboratory,  where  a  brief  case  record  is  made  to  correspond  in  name, 
sex,  age,  date,  etc.,  with  the  physical  examination. 

The  laboratory  or  clinical  examination  is  most  thorough  and  complete. 
The  blood  pressure  is  first  determined,  then  the  blood  is  tested  for  hemoglobin, 
resistance,  the  amount  of  the  Cancer  invasion  and  the  extent  of  Cancer  deple¬ 
tion.  A  total  count  is  made  of  the  number  of  red  blood  corpuscles  and  the 
number  of  white  corpuscles.  A  differential  count  is  also  made  of  the  white 
corpuscles  to  determine  the  extent  of  reaction  in  ulceration  or  the  amount  of 
involvement  or  reaction  of  the  lymphatic  system  in  metastasis. 

Parallel  with  this  examination  of  the  blood,  a  quantitative  chemical  analysis 
of  the  urine  is  made  and  the  sediments,  if  any,  are  examined  with  the  micro¬ 
scope.  This  shows  the  character  of  the  elimination,  the  extent  of  the  protec¬ 
tive  reaction  in  retaining  the  chlorids  and  alkalies  to  increase  the  resistance  of 
the  blood  and  the  elimination  of  organic  waste  with  reference  to  the  Cancer 
intoxication. 

To  understand  the  importance  of  this  thorough  examination  of  each  pa¬ 
tient,  you  have  only  to  keep  in  mind  our  explanation  of  the  cause  of  Cancer. 
It  is  not  a  parasitic  disease  or  a  wholly  local  condition.  It  is  caused  by  the 
retention  in  the  system  of  poisonous  waste  materials  which  ought  to  be  excreted. 
The  retention  of  the  poisons  in  the  system  has  a  marked  influence  on  the  red 
blood  cells.  These  life-giving  cells  become  depleted  and  less  resistant  and  lose 
their  power  to  carry  hemoglobin.  They  are  less  able  to  nourish  the  tissues 
and  to  carry  off  waste.  This  condition  of  the  blood  slowly  but  persistently 
gets  worse  through  the  months  and  years  of  Cancer  infection. 

In  all  chronic  intoxications  the  resistant  forces  of  the  body  do  all  they  can 
by  way  of  protection.  As  soon  as  the  pre-Cancerous  intoxication  commences 
to  deplete  the  blood,  the  sodium  chlorid  or  common  salt  in  the  food,  tissues 
and  body  fluids  is  sent  to  the  blood  plasma  to  make  it  higher  in  salts  and  alka¬ 
lies,  so  that  the  hemoglobin  will  not  dissolve  out  of  the  red  blood  corpuscles. 
This  makes  the  blood  high  in  salts  and  alkalies  in  all  Cancer  cases.  This  pro¬ 
tection  is  absolutely  necessary  to  prevent  the  blood  from  being  destroyed  in  a 
very  short  time.  But  the  protection,  like  nearly  all  protective  measures  of  the 
organs  of  the  body,  is  overdone,  or  unbalances  the  mechanism  and  products  of 
secretion  and  elimination,  and  produces  an  alkalinity  which  causes  the  Cancer 
to  grow.  The  worse  the  case  of  defective  elimination,  the  worse  the  aggravation 
of  the  measures  of  blood  protection  and  the  more  the  Cancer  grows. 

With  these  facts  in  view,  you  can  readily  see  how  very  essential  it  is  to 
know  these  conditions  to  an  exact  certainty  and  what  it  means  toward  the 
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successful  treatment  of  any  case  of  Cancer.  All  these  determinations  are 
precedent  to  prescribing  internal  medication.  From  time  to  time  during  treat¬ 
ment  the  determinations  are  repeated,  or  such  of  them  as  are  indicated,  and 
all  results  recorded. 

It  is  by  such  thorough  methods  as  this  that  we  are  able  to  successfully 
treat  Cancer  in  its  various  stages  of  development.  By  knowing  the  exact  con¬ 
ditions  by  scientific  determinations  we  find  where  one  case  differs  from  another. 
The  treatment  of  the  disease  by  combined  local  and  constitutional  remedies 
is  indicated  in  each  separate  case,  and  the  treatment  can  be  intelligently  selected 
and  employed. 

Cancer  of  the  Breast 

Careful  compilation  and  tabulation  of  our  records  of  the  thousands  of 
persons  who  have  consulted  us  personally  and  by  correspondence,  show  that 
the  large  majority  of  women  having  Cancer  suffer  from  Cancer  of  the  Breast. 

The  variety  of  Cancer  most  frequently  found  in  the  female  breast  is  Scirrhus, 
commonly  called  Stone  Cancer  and  Hard  Cancer.  This  variety  of  Cancer  may 
also  attack  the  male  breast,  but  it  is  rare. 

Elsewhere  in  this  book  we  have  told  you  that  Cancer  develops  principally 
on  those  parts  of  the  body  most  exposed  and  subjected  to  different  forms  of 
irritation.  The  Breasts,  because  of  their  prominence,  are  subject  to  repeated 
injuries,  and  from  certain  other  causes  are  subject  to  irritation.  During  the 
middle  life  of  women  the  Breasts  are  congested  at  every  menstrual  period  in 
reflex  sympathy  with  the  uterus  and  ovaries.  They  are  in  the  most  intimate 
nervous  connection  with  the  uterus  and  ovaries  and  respond  to  all  irritation 
of  these  organs. 

The  Breasts  are  glands  and  hence  are  lined  with  glandular  epithelium. 
They  are  especially  active  as  a  gland  during  the  periods  of  lactation,  and  are 
often  caked  and  inflamed  and  bruised  by  the  nursing  child.  Another  source 
of  irritation  is  from  abscess  in  the  Breast,  and  the  resultant  scar  tissue  formed 
by  lancing  or  breaking  of  the  abscess  affords  a  most  favorable  seat  for  Cancer 
to  develop. 

The  glandular  epithelium  lining  the  Breast  is  easier  to  stimulate  to  new 
growth  than  the  epithelium  of  the  uterus.  For  this  reason  many  women  who 
have  suffered  a  laceration  of  the  uterus  at  an  early  childbirth,  because  of  the 
reflex  irritation  of  many  years,  develop  Cancer  of  the  Breast  in  later  life.  This 
is  so  true  that  the  physician  can  safely  ask  a  patient  with  Cancer  of  the  Breast, 
who  has  borne  children,  at  which  birth  she  was  lacerated.  She  can  always 
tell,  but  she  may  not  know  that  it  was  one  of  the  causes  of  the  growth  in  her 
Breast. 

As  intimated  above.  Cancer  of  the  Breast  is  more  common  in  women 
past  middle  life.  A  lump  appearing  in  the  Breast  of  a  woman  past  the  age  of 
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35  years,  whether  she  has  borne  children  or  not,  should  be  looked  upon  with 
suspicion,  even  though  there  has  been  no  soreness  or  tenderness..  Cancer  of 
the  Breast,  however,  more  often  makes  its  appearance  between  the  ages  of 
40  and  50  years,  or  during  or  shortly  after  the  menopause,  or  change  of  life. 

It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  different  forms  of  injury  and  irrita¬ 
tion  as  herein  enumerated  are  given  and  described  as  some  of  the  local  or  ex¬ 
citing  causes,  without  reference  to  the  systemic  or  constitutional  predisposing 
causes. 

Cancer  of  the  Breast  usually  makes  its  appearance  in  the  form  of  a  lump, 
which  the  patient  may  think  to  be  a  simple  tumor  or  merely  a  swelling  of  the 
gland.  The  lump  may  have  been  present  for  some  length  of  time  before  it 
was  discovered.  Generally  there  is  no  pain  when  the  disease  first  makes  its 
appearance,  and  we  have  often  had  patients  tell  us  that  they  discovered  the 
lump  quite  by  accident  while  bathing  or  massaging  the  Breasts,  while  others 
have  observed  a  very  slight  discharge  from  the  nipple  and  upon  examining  the 
Breast  closely  find  a  lump. 

The  lump  develops  in  the  tissues,  but  does  not  appear  to  be  a  part  of  the 
Breast,  as  it  is  usually  movable  at  first  and  not  attached  to  the  skin.  It  can 
be  moved  with  the  thumb  and  finger  and  feels  as  though,  if  the  skin  were  opened, 
it  could  be  easily  lifted  out.  The  lump  may  begin  developing  immediately 
adjacent  to  the  nipple,  but  more  frequently  it  is  found  between  the  nipple 
and  upper  border  of  the  Breast;  in  some  instances  below  the  nipple,  and  less 
frequently  between  the  nipple  and  armpit.  The  latter  location  is  the  most 
serious,  from  the  fact  that  it  is  so  near  the  lymphatic  glands  under  the  arm. 
While  any  abnormal  lump,  enlargement  or  hardness  in  the  Breast  should  receive 
proper  treatment,  prompt  attention  especially  should  be  given  to  a  growth  in 
the  location  just  described,  because  of  the  two-fold  danger. 

Cancer  of  the  Breast  is  responsible  for  and  causes  the  lumps  under  the 
arm,  which  are  almost  certain  to  appear  in  every  case  at  a  certain  period  of 
development. 

The  lump  in  the  Breast  is  not  attached  to  the  skin  at  first,  but  as  it  grad¬ 
ually  increases  in  size  and  becomes  nearer  the  surface,  it  will  eventually  adhere 
to  the  skin.  Up  to  this  time  the  skin  overlying  the  lump  has  been  in  a  normal 
condition,  but  it  will  now  be  noticed  to  have  changed  color,  taking  on  a  dark 
appearance,  almost  a  purplish  hue,  and  the  skin  seems  to  be  stretched  and 
becomes  thinner.  In  a  short  time  there  will  be  noticed  small  pimples  or  nodules 
making  their  appearance  on  the  surface,  and  it  will  look  to  one  not  acquainted 
with  the  symptoms  of  the  disease  that  to  open  these  little  pimples  would  allow 
the  contents  to  escape  and  then  get  well;  but,  unfortunately,  this  is  not  true. 
Frequently  several  of  these  pimples  or  nodules  make  their  appearance  and 
gradually  grow  larger  until  they  unite  and  form  one  large  sore.  This  marks 
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the  second  stage  of  Cancer  of  the  Breast,  and  it  is  at  this  time  that  the  destructive 
stage  is  said  to  begin. 

The  early  symptoms  of  Cancer  of  the  Breast  are  rather  obscure,  particularly 
to  one  whose  experience  with  the  disease  has  been  limited  and  who  is  not  familiar 
with  the  symptoms  and  peculiarities  of  Cancer.  As  the  lump  in  the  Breast 
increases  in  size  and  causes  pressure  on  the  blood  vessels  surrounding  the  tissues, 
nerves,  etc.,  there  is  soreness  and  tenderness  on  pressure,  and  the  least  manipu¬ 
lation  will  cause  an  aching  sensation  extending  up  toward  the  neck  and  shoulder, 
and,  if  handled  too  roughly,  the  shock  will  be  felt  under  the  arm  and  frequently 
down  the  arm  as  far  as  the  elbow. 

Sometimes  a  patient  developing  Cancer  of  the  Breast  will  experience  a 
little  pain  at  intervals  under  the  arm  and  in  the  shoulder  even  before  the  lump 
makes  its  appearance,  or  before  it  is  discovered,  and  she  is  inclined  to  favor 
that  side,  using  the  hand  as  little  as  possible.  This  symptom  is  often  mis¬ 
taken  for  rheumatic  pains.  At  about  the  time  the  third  stage  is  reached,  the 
pain  has  increased  very  materially  and  will  take  on  sharp,  shooting  or  lancinating 
pains,  associated  with  a  burning,  smarting  and  itching  sensation,  with  indications 
of  the  nipple  becoming  retracted  or  drawn  in. 

When  the  third  stage  has  fairly  developed  there  will  be  more  or  less  dis¬ 
charge  thrown  off  with  a  disagreeable  odor,  which  increases  as  the  disease  pro¬ 
gresses.  The  wound  has  a  very  unhealthy  appearance,  is  irregular  and  nodular 
and  becomes  larger  and  larger,  with  increasing  pain  and  suffering.  As  the 
disease  continues  to  spread  and  get  worse,  so  also  does  the  pain  and  suffering 
increase,  and  all  other  symptoms,  local  and  general,  become  more  intensified. 

The  foregoing  description  is  characteristic  of  the  average  case  of  Cancer 
of  the  Breast.  Some  cases,  of  course,  will  present  symptoms  and  character¬ 
istics  that  are  not  present  in  others.  Each  case  is  a  case  unto  itself.  The 
age  of  the  patient,  the  state  of  her  general  health  and  vitality  previous  to  the 
development  of  the  Cancer,  the  extent  of  the  physical  power  of  resistance  to 
disease,  and  numerous  other  conditions,  all  govern  to  a  greater  or  lesser  degree 
the  growth  of  the  Cancer. 

Our  observation  has  been  that  the  majority  of  cases  of  Cancer  of  the 
Breast,  operated  upon  surgically,  return,  and  when  a  recurrence  does  take  place, 
the  development  of  the  disease  is  generally  more  rpaid.  The  lymphatic  glands 
usually  become  involved,  and  the  disease,  uninterrupted,  soon  runs  its  course. 

Post-operative  recurrent  cases  of  Cancer,  whether  of  the  Breast  or  other 
location,  are  considered  the  most  difficult  to  govern.  We  have,  however,  suc¬ 
cessfully  treated  a  very  fair  percentage  of  cases  that  failed  of  results  under 
the  knife. 

Our  conclusions  are  that  there  is  no  need  for  a  woman  to  suffer  ampu¬ 
tation  of  the  Breast  in  an  effort  to  cure  a  Cancerous  growth  when  there  are 
other  safer  means  offering  equally  as  favorable  chance  for  recovery.  In  fact, 
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we  claim  that  medicinal  measures  promptly,  intelligently  and  efficiently  em¬ 
ployed  are  superior  to  the  scalpel  or  surgeon’s  knife,  and  that  the  percentage 
of  actual  recoveries  (patients  that  really  get  well,  enjoy  good  health  and  re¬ 
main  free  from  Cancer)  are  greater  under  the  former  treatment.  In  our  opinion 
the  knife  should  never  be  used,  except,  possibly,  in  the  last  extremity. 

Cancer  of  the  Face 

Cancer  of  the  Face  is  an  Epithelioma,  or  Skin  Cancer.  It  occurs  more 
frequently  in  men  than  in  women,  because  men  are  more  exposed  to  injuries 
and  irritation  that  excite  local  Cancer  growth.  It  generally  develops  on  the 
upper  portion  of  the  face,  forehead  or  temple,  and  rarely  appears  before  the 
age  of  35. 

While  no  person  is  exempt,  those  of  fair  complexion  who  have  thin  skin 
are  most  susceptible  to  Cancer  of  the  Face.  The  local  exciting  causes  are 
numerous.  Exposure  to  extreme  cold  of  winter,  hot  sun  of  summer  and  dif¬ 
ferent  forms  of  injury  all  have  their  influences.  Cancer  may  appear  on  the 
Face  in  a  wart,  mole,  blackheads,  sore  or  hard  excrescence  of  the  skin,  especially 
when  cut,  injured  or  irritated. 

Cancer  of  the  Face  often  appears  as  a  small,  dry,  bran-like  scale,  which 
comes  off  and  is  not  noticed  again  for  a  time.  Another  dry  scab  or  scale  forms 
at  the  same  place  and  comes  off  in  the  same  way.  This  condition  may  be 
repeated  many  times,  and  there  is  always  a  progressive  increase  in  the  size 
of  these  dry  scales.  Finally  there  is  a  sticky  secretion  at  the  place  where  the 
scale  comes  off,  and  the  new  scale  assumes  more  the  character  of  a  scab,  fl'here 
is  no  pain,  nothing  but  the  persistence  of  the  scab  to  attract  attention. 

In  time  there  is  a  thickening  and  hardening  of  the  tissue  around  the  edge 
of  the  scab,  and  the  patient  may  then  feel  a  drawing  or  creeping  sensation 
in  the  location,  as  though  a  fly  were  walking  across  the  face.  The  involun¬ 
tary  touching  or  rubbing  of  the  parts  to  relieve  this  sensation  acts  as  an  irritant, 
and,  no  doubt,  hastens  the  growth  of  the  Cancer.  The  slight  hardening  or 
little  tumor  continues  to  grow  larger;  the  scab  becomes  thicker,  the  secretion 
under  it  of  greater  amount,  and  the  edges  thicker  and  more  inclined  to  inflam¬ 
mation.  Finally  an  open  sore  forms,  with  hard,  elevated  edges  and  more  or 
less  discharge  of  a  watery  nature.  At  this  stage  there  is  a  stinging  or  lancinating 
pain,  which  becomes  more  severe  as  the  Cancer  gets  larger. 

When  these  Cancers  of  the  Face  are  shallow  and  do  not  invade  the  deeper 
tissues  for  some  length  of  time,  they  are  called  “rodent  ulcers.’  When  they 
grow  more  rapidly  and  invade  the  deeper  tissues  more  readily,  they  are  called 
“carcinoma  cutis.’’  Both  forms  ultimately  become  large  and  painful,  invade 
all  tissues  and  cause  great  suffering  and  mutilation  before  destroying  the 
patient’s  life. 
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Cancer  of  the  Cheek  and  upper  part  of  the  Face  are  among  the  easiest  to 
cure  as  they  are  not  close  to  the  glands  or  other  deep  structures.  If  all  per¬ 
sons  would  seek  competent  advice  and  procure  proper  medical  treatment  in 
time,  there  would  be  no  need  of  anyone  dying  from  Cancer  of  the  Face. 

Cancer  of  the  Lip 

Cancer  of  the  Lip  is  generally  of  the  Epithelioma  type,  but  may  differ 
from  other  skin  Cancers  in  several  respects.  The  lower  lip  is  by  far  the  most 
frequently  attacked.  Indeed,  in  our  experience,  we  have  seen  Cancer  of  the 
upper  lip,  which  started  on  the  mucous  surface,  but  few  times  in  many  thousands 
of  cases. 

Cancer  of  the  lower  lip  almost  invariably  commences  on,  or  at  the  junction 
of,  the  tender,  pink  mucous  membrane  of  the  lip.  This  mucous  membrane 
has  many  small  glands  which  dip  into  the  tissue  beneath  and  facilitate  the 
Cancerous  invasion  of  deeper  tissues. 

It  is  seldom  that  Cancer  makes  its  appearance  in  the  center  of  the  lip. 
It  more  often  starts  at  one  side,  and  may  begin  with  what  the  patient  may 
think  is  a  common  cold  sore,  fever  blister  or  cracked  lip.  It  is  frequently 
found  in  persons  who  are  inveterate  smokers,  especially  those  who  smoke  a 
pipe  while  working.  From  our  investigations,  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  the 
nicotine  in  tobacco  has  no  predominance  nor  is  it  a  direct  agency  in  the  cause 
of  Cancer  of  the  Lip,  Mouth  or  Tongue.  It  is  the  continued  irritation  brought 
about  by  pressure  of  the  hard,  hot  pipe-stem,  that  is  responsible  for  Cancer 
of  the  Lip.  The  irritation  from  the  end  of  the  stem,  together  with  the  hot 
smoke  drawn  into  the  mouth,  is  the  exciting  cause  for  Cancer  of  the  tongue 
and  mouth. 

Cancer  of  the  Lower  Lip  may  be  occasioned  by  any  irritation  like  the 
drying  or  cracking  of  the  lip  due  to  exposure  to  the  wind  and  hot  sun,  injury 
from  a  tooth,  etc.  It  very  often  begins  as  a  scale  or  scab  that  repeatedly  forms 
and  comes  off,  finally  resulting  in  a  sore  There  is  no  pain  at  first,  but  when 
the  little  tumor  or  hardness  begins  to  form  there  will  be  a  twinge  of  pain  occa¬ 
sionally.  Upon  pressure  with  the  finger,  there  may  be  a  sticking  pain  similar 
to  a  thorn  in  the  flesh.  Sometimes  there  is  a  crawling,  itching,  burning  sensa¬ 
tion  about  the  time  the  ulcer  begins  to  form.  As  the  sore  gets  larger,  the  pain 
becomes  more  severe  and  constant. 

There  is  a  very  ready  connection  between  the  structures  of  the  lower  lip 
and  the  glands  of  the  neck.  For  this  reason,  Cancer  of  the  Lower  Lip  generally 
grows  faster  and  more  rapidly  spreads  over  the  chin  to  the  deeper  part  of  the 
lower  jaw  and  the  front  of  the  neck.  The  lymphatic  glands  under  the  chin 
and  jaw  become  involved.  This  is  a  danger  signal  that  should  be  regarded 
with  the  greatest  concern.  If  the  patient  has  not  been  under  treatment  up  to 
this  time  or  has  been  using  a  slow-acting  or  ineffective  remedy,  it  now  behooves 
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him  to  secure  the  best  possible  treatment  and  services,  for  his  life  is  in  danger. 

Sometimes,  Cancer  of  the  Lip  takes  the  form  of  a  growth.  The  edges  are 
indurated  and  roll  out  like  a  rose.  The  growth  becomes  large  and  heavy  and 
the  patient  is  compelled  to  wear  a  bandage  to  support  the  lip. 

Any  sore  on  the  lip  or  any  other  part  of  the  face  which  refuses  to  heal, 
which  tends  to  recur  after  it  is  apparently  healed,  should  be  given  the  vigorous 
treatment  that  all  Cancers  demand. 

Cancer  of  the  Nose 

Cancer  of  the  Nose  is  a  very  common  occurrence.  It  most  frequently 
develops  on  the  side  of  the  Nose,  although  it  is  sometimes  found  on  the  end, 
and  occasionally  on  the  lower  part  where  the  Nose  joins  the  upper  Lip. 

Cancer  may  be  located  on  the  Nose  for  the  same  reasons  as  on  other  por¬ 
tions  of  the  Face,  and  for  the  additional  reasons  which  determine  irritation 
of  parts  of  the  Nose. 

One  of  the  early  symptoms  of  Cancer  of  the  Nose  most  frequently  met 
with  is  a  scale,  the  formation  of  which  the  patient  may  have  observed  at  inter¬ 
vals  for  some  time.  It  also  develops  from  warts  or  moles,  as  well  as  from  other 
sources  of  irritation.  Because  of  the  prominence  of  the  Nose,  it  is  subject  to 
frequent  injury.  It  also  becomes  irritated  from  colds,  freezing  and  sunburn. 
We  have  had  some  patients  tell  us  that  they  attributed  the  local  exciting  cause 
to  the  irritation  from  wearing  glasses,  which  rubbed  the  top  or  pinched  the 
sides  of  the  Nose. 

Regardless  of  the  cause  or  manner  in  which  Cancer  of  the  Nose  appears, 
its  progress  is  certain  if  not  arrested  by  proper  treatment.  Like  Cancer  of 
any  other  location,  the  local  affection  is  small  at  first.  When  the  sore  forms, 
it  will  be  surrounded  by  hard,  elevated  edges  or  rim,  gradually  spreading  out, 
becoming  larger  and  more  deeply  seated.  In  some  cases  the  Cancer  is  set 
on  a  base  or  pedestal,  the  growth  or  abnormal  tissue  bulging  out  similar  to 
a  puff-ball.  In  this  case,  it  is  generally  of  rapid  development  and  becomes 
quite  large. 

There  is  little,  if  any,  pain  at  first.  There  may  be  itching  and  burning 
or  a  sensation  similar  to  a  brier  in  the  flesh,  and  passing  the  finger  over  the 
parts  will  relieve  the  sensation  temporarily.  As  the  Cancer  gets  larger,  the 
pain  increases  and  becomes  constant. 

Cancer  of  the  Nose  is  nearly  always  Epithelioma,  or  Skin  Cancer.  It  may 
grow  slowly  at  first,  but  in  advanced  stages  involves  the  bone  and  eventually 
becomes  incurable. 

Any  sore  on  the  Nose  or  Face  which  refuses  to  heal  under  ordinary  treat¬ 
ment  should  be  regarded  with  suspicion.  Do  not  be  deceived  by  the  advice 
to  “let  it  alone,’’  or,  “if  it  gets  worse,  come  in  and  I’ll  cut  it  out.’’ 
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Virtually  all  cases  of  Cancer  of  the  Nose  can  be  cured'  if  treated  in  time 
by  the  proper  method.  We  have  treated  scores  of  cases  and  never  fail  to  cure 
when  we  have  the  patient  under  our  treatment  in  time. 


Cancer  of  the  Eyelid 


Cancer  does  not  often  begin  developing  on  the  Eyelid  proper,  but  is  fre¬ 
quently  found  at  the  outer  or  inner  corner  of  the  Eye,  especially  the  latter 
location.  They  are  Epithelioma,  or  Skin  Cancers,  and  are  found  at  these 
locations  because  of  the  peculiar  irritation  common  to  the  Eyes. 

The  Eyes  are  lined  with  a  very  delicate  mucous  membrane  that  is  easily 
injured  and  inflamed  and  subject  to  irritation  by  the  accumulation  of  dust. 
Tears  run  down  the  inner  corner,  and  frequent  wiping  of  the  Eye  finally  adds 
to  the  irritation. 

Cancer  of  the  Eyelid  often  develops  from  a  small  lump,  pimple  or  sore, 
and  from  continued  irritation  and  inflamed  condition  of  the  mucous  mem¬ 
brane  lining  the  lid.  It  sometimes  begins  in  the  form  of  a  scale,  as  do  other 
Skin  Cancers  of  the  face,  and  its  course  of  development  is  very  much  the  same. 
This  is  especially  true  of  Cancer  found  at  the  inner  corner  of  the  Eye  and  just 
against  the  bridge  of  the  nose. 

The  local  manifestation  of  Cancer  of  the  Eyelid,  like  Cancer  of  other 
locations,  is  slight  at  the  beginning.  It  makes  no  difference  in  what  form  it 
first  appears,  the  ultimate  or  final  result  is  the  same  if  the  course  of  the  disease 
is  not  arrested  and  overcome  by  proper  medical  treatment.  From  the  first 
slight  manifestation  the  Cancer  continues  to  grow,  gradually  spreading  out 
over  the  nose  and  down  over  the  cheek,  destroying  the  tissues  in  a  frightful 
manner. 

Cancers  which  invade  the  Eye  are  more  painful,  because  of  the  tender 
nature  of  the  Eye,  and  are  more  inclined  to  swell,  because  of  the  open,  loose 
tissue  of  the  Eyelids.  They  are  also  more  difficult  to  treat,  because  of  the 
pain  incident  to  irritation  to  the  Eye. 

Any  person  having  Cancer  of  the  Eyelid,  or  a  suspicious  condition  near 
or  on  the  lid,  should  by  all  means  procure  competent  medical  advice  and 
treatment.  The  time  to  treat  Cancer  is  when  it  is  young. 


Cancer  of  the  Ear 


The  External  Ear  is  a  very  common  location  for  Cancer  to  make  its  appear¬ 
ance.  At  this  location  it  is  always  Epithelioma,  or  Skin  Cancer.  It  usually 
commences  on  the  edge  or  back  of  the  Ear,  the  location  being  determined  by 
the  seat  of  irritation. 

Among  the  many  local  exciting  causes  for  Cancer  of  the  Ear  might  be 
enumerated:  Freezing,  sunburn,  moles,  warts,  scratches  and  other  injuries. 
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Many  times  it  commences  in  the  form  of  a  scale  and  proceeds  to  develop  in 
the  same  manner,  with  similar  symptoms  and  peculiarities  as  in  Epithelioma 
of  the  Face.  We  must  allow,  however,  for  variance  :n  all  cases  of  Cancer, 
even  when  of  the  same  type  and  same  location.  The  reason  for  this  is  the 
physical  condition  of  the  patient,  condition  of  the  blood,  the  character  and 
extent  of  local  irritation,  as  referred  to  under  “Cause  of  Cancer.” 

When  the  Cancer  develops  on  the  upper  part  of  the  Ear,  if  allowed  to 
develop,  it  gradually  spreads  to  the  side  of  the  head.  When  it  attacks  the 
middle  of  the  Ear,  it  spreads  to  the  head  behind  the  Ear  and  often  toward  the 
front  over  the  external  auditory  canal  and  out  on  the  face.  When  the  lower 
portion  of  the  ear  is  attacked,  the  Cancer  spreads  downward  under  the  Ear 
to  the  neck  and  inferior  maxillary,  or  jaw.  At  this  point  the  lymphatic  glands 
become  involved,  and  lumps  form  under  the  jaw. 

Cancer  of  the  Neck 

Cancer  of  the  Neck  is  due  to  the  same  causes  as  on  the  upper  part  of  the 
Face.  Generally  it  is  not  so  frequently  found  on  the  Neck,  because  of  the 
difference  in  the  character  of  the  skin  and  the  degree  of  protection  of  the  parts 
from  exposure. 

Cancer  on  the  back  of  the  Neck  can  often  be  traced  to  irritation  by  collar 
buttons  and  ill-fitting,  stiff,  heavy  collars  of  the  clothing,  frequent  cutting  of 
a  mole,  etc.  Cancer  of  the  front  and  sides  of  the  Neck  are  the  more  dangerous, 
because  of  the  proximity  of  other  organs,  and  because  of  the  danger  of  early 
involvement  of  the  glands  of  the  Neck. 

A  Cancer  on  the  Neck  situated  just  back  and  below  the  angle  of  the  Jaw 
is  liab'e  to  involve  the  great  vessels  and  the  parotid  gland,  and,  if  neglected, 
its  cure  is  a  serious  matter. 

The  earlier  symptoms  of  Cancer  of  the  Neck  are  very  much  the  same  as 
in  other  Skin  Cancers.  If  not  overcome  by  proper  treatment,  the  tendency, 
as  in  all  cases  of  Cancer,  is  gradually  to  get  worse.  From  a  small  spot  it  de¬ 
velops  into  a  large,  ugly  ulcer,  with  rolled  or  hard,  elevated  edges,  and  a  foul 
smelling  discharge  that  is  generally  characteristic  of  Cancer  wounds.  In  this 
stage,  pain  is  constant  and  severe,  extending  down  into  the  shoulders  and  up 
into  the  head.  The  patient  cannot  get  into  a  comfortable  position,  sitting  or 
reclining,  day  or  night. 

Do  not  allow  your  Cancer  to  develop  into  this  stage.  If  it  has  already 
done  so,  by  all  means  come  to  us  without  the  loss  of  a  moment’s  time. 
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Cancer  of  the  Hand 

Cancer  of  the  Hand  is  quite  common  in  men,  and  is  usually  Epithelioma, 
or  Skin  Cancer. 

The  contributing  causes  of  Cancer  in  this  location  are  many.  It  generally 
starts  from  a  long  standing  wart  or  mole  so  situated  that  it  is  constantly  irri¬ 
tated  by  repeated  injuries.  It  may  also  start  from  a  scaly  condition  on  the 
back  of  the  hand,  a  scar  from  a  burn,  an  infected  cut  or  bruise,  and  many  times 
from  a  barb  wire  tear. 

The  early  symptoms  and  general  course  of  the  disease  is  similar  to  Epi¬ 
thelioma,  or  Skin  Cancer,  located  elsewhere.  From  a  small  beginning  it  opens 
into  a  discharging  wound,  and  because  of  the  proximity  of  the  ligaments  and 
bones,  its  growth,  after  becoming  well  defined,  is  generally  quite  rapid.  The 
wound  is  ragged  and  irregular,  with  edges  elevated  above  the  surrounding 
parts.  There  is  considerable  inflammation,  and  the  hand  and  fingers  become 
swollen  and  stiff. 

There  is  no  pain  at  the  first  appearance  of  Cancer  on  the  Hand,  but  later 
on  comes  the  itching,  burning,  darting  and  aching  pains.  Finally  the  pain 
extends  to  the  elbow  and  shoulder,  the  glands  under  the  arm  become  involved 
and  the  arm  swollen.  The  longer  the  Cancer  develops,  the  more  exaggerated 
becomes  the  symptoms.  We  have  known  patients  to  submit  to  amputation 
of  the  Hand  in  a  vain  effort  to  escape  the  disease,  but  only  to  suffer  a  recurrence 
of  the  Cancer  in  a  worse  form. 


Cancer  of  Other  Locations 

Cancer  of  other  locations  present  symptoms  virtually  analogous  to  those 
described  in  the  preceding  chapters.  There  is  scarcely  a  location  or  part  of 
the  human  body  that  Cancer  does  not  attack.  It  is  true,  of  course,  that  cer¬ 
tain  locations  are  more  often  attacked  than  others.  Those  parts  of  the  body 
most  subject  to  irritation  are  more  often  the  seat  of  the  Cancer. 

As  a  rule,  inaccessible  Cancer,  those  not  upon  the  outer  surface  of  the 
body,  are  more  difficult  of  diagnosis  and  are  frequently  quite  far  advanced 
before  the  true  condition  is  discovered.  In  consequence  of  late  diagnosis,  cases 
of  this  character  are  difficult  to  deal  with,  and  the  percentage  of  recoveries  is 
not  as  great  as  it  probably  would  be  under  early  diagnosis  and  treatment. 

The  all-important  thing  in  the  treatment  of  Cancer,  regardless  of  its  loca¬ 
tion,  is  early  and  correct  diagnosis,  immediately  followed  by  the  best  curative 
measures  possible  to  procure. 
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Lupus  Vulgaris 

Lupus  is  a  chronic  tubercular  skin  disease,  resembling  in  some  respects 
Epithelioma.  Although  it  cannot  be  called  Cancer,  yet  it  is  a  species  of  that 
disease  and  is  often  commonly  called  “Wolf  Cancer.”  Its  most  frequent  loca¬ 
tion  is  some  part  of  the  face — either  the  nose,  cheek,  eyelid  or  ear — although 
it  may  make  its  appearance  on  any  part  of  the  body  and  spread  over  a  con¬ 
siderable  surface.  It  usually  attacks  the  skin  only,  but  in  rare  instances  cases 
have  been  found  where  it  had  extended  to  the  more  deeply  seated  tissues. 

It  is  difficult  for  one  who  is  not  familiar  with  the  symptoms  and  charac- 
teristics  of  this  disease  to  make  a  differential  diagnosis,  and  frequently  we 
have  had  patients  apply  to  us  for  treatment,  supposing  they  were  suffering 
from  Skin  Cancer;  in  fact,  they  had  been  treated  for  that  disease,  but  on 
examination  we  found  the  disease  to  be  Lupus. 

Diseases  of  Women 

The  treatment  of  Diseases  of  Women  and  of  the  female  organs  is  conjoint 
with  that  of  Cancer. 

The  majority  of  women  who  have  Cancer  suffer  from  Cancer  of  the  Uterus 
or  Cancer  of  the  Breast.  The  reproductive  organs  are  in  close,  intimate  sym¬ 
pathy  with  the  mammary  glands  or  breasts.  This  is  clearly'  shown  at  the 
menstrual  function  by  the  breasts  becoming  slightly  firmer,  sensitive  and  tender. 
This  condition  is  more  pronounced  in  some  women  than  others,  but  is  present 
to  a  more  or  less  degree  in  all. 

Many  cases  of  Cancer  of  the  Breast  have  their  origin  from  laceration- 
ulceration,  misplacement,  or  some  abnormal  condition  of  the  Uterus  or  Womb, 
Such  abnormalities  must  be  corrected,  when  present,  and  careful  treatment  of 
the  proper  kind  is  essential. 

We  venture  to  say  that  by  timely  treatment  of  many  Uterine  derangements 
a  Cancerous  development  at  this  location  and  of  the  breasts  could  be  avoided. 
There  are  so  many  conditions  of  the  Uterus  that  may  exist,  that  a  thorough  dis¬ 
cussion  of  the  varied  conditions  is  not  practical  herein.  Suffice  it  to  say  that 
any  unnatural  or  abnormal  condition  of  the  Uterus  should  be  given  proper 
treatment  promptly.  It  may  save  a  serious  surgical  operation  or  prevent 
Cancer. 

We  have  given  special  attention  to  the  treatment  of  all  forms  of  Uterine 
diseases,  and  are  prepared  to  successfully  treat  such  conditions  without  surgical 
interference. 
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Microscopic  Examination  of  the  Blood 

These  illustrations  of  red  blood  corpuscles  are  magnified  about  five  hun¬ 
dred  times.  They  show  in  striking  contrast  the  condition  of  the  blood  of  a 
healthy  person  as  compared  with  that  of  one  who  has  Cancer.  This  is  con¬ 
clusive  evidence  that  Cancer  is  a  blood  disease — constitutional — as  well  as 
local. 
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Figure  i  shows  the  appearance 
of  the  normal  red  blood  corpuscles 
in  a  i  per  cent,  solution  of  common 
salt.  The  natural  condition  of  the 
liquid  part  of  the  blood  is  .85  per 
cent,  common  salt.  This  is  the  con¬ 
dition  under  which  the  red  blood 
corpuscles  live  and  carry  oxygen  to 
the  tissues.  In  a  stronger  salt  solu¬ 
tion  they  wrinkle  up  as  shown  in 
the  picture. 


Figure  1 


Figure  2  shows  the  blood  of  a  Can¬ 
cer  patient  in  a  1  per  cent,  salt  solu¬ 
tion.  Many  of  the  corpuscles  have 
become  depleted  in  their  resistance  and 
will  no  longer  wrinkle  up  in  the  1  per 
cent,  solution  of  salt.  This  is  the  com¬ 
mon  condition  in  persons  whose  Cancer 
is  not  very  far  advanced.

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It  is  by  scientific  examinations  of  this  kind  that  the  extent  of  const  itutiona 
invasion  of  Cancer  is  determined.  It  makes  possible  the  proper  selection  of 
important  internal-rhedication  in  conjunction  with  local  treatment. 
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Figure  3  shows  the  blood  of  a 
Cancer  patient  in  which  all  the  red 
corpuscles  have  become  weakened 
and  depleted  so  that  they  will  not 
wrinkle^up  in  a  1  per  cent,  salt  solu¬ 
tion.  'This  is  the  condition  called 
the  resistance  minima,  or  least  re¬ 
sistance.  It  is  quite  commonly 
found  in  advanced  or  bad  cases  of 
Cancer.

Figure  4  represents  the  blood  of 
a  patient  who  has  been  cured  of 
Cancer.  The  picture  in  Figure  4 
was  taken  from  the  blood  of  the 
same  patient  as  Figure  3  Figure 
3  was  made  before  treatment  and 
Figure  4  after  treatment,  when  the 
patient  was  well  and  ready  to  re¬ 
turn  home.  This  blood  is  also  in  a 
1  percent,  solution  of  common  salt. 
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Importance  of  Internal  Medication 

Cancer  is  one  of  those  diseases  which  medical  men  call  a  chronic  intoxi¬ 
cation — a  disease  of  faulty  elimination.  It  is  the  local  manifestation  of  a 
chronic  alkaline  condition  due  to  the  retention  of  organic  waste.  Carbon  di¬ 
oxide  is  the  principal  offending  material  retained.  The  location  of  the  Cancer 
is  determined  by  chronic  irritation  either  direct  or  reflex. 

We  lay  no  claim  to  having  discovered  that  Cancer  is  a  constitutional 
disease.  This  was  known  to  some  investigators  long  before  we  took  up  Cancer 
treatment  and  scientific  Cancer  research.  It  is  doubtful,  however,  if  there  is 
another  institution  in  this  country  where  actual  clinical  research  has  been  prose¬ 
cuted  so  extensively  as  at  this  institution  and  where  it  has  been  so  definitely 
determined  that  Cancer  is  most  assuredly  a  constitutional  disease,  as  well  as 
a  local  affection.  By  these  determinations  the  importance  of  internal  med¬ 
ication — treatment  for  the  blood  and  general  system — has  been  fully  proved. 

We  are  advocating  medical  treatment  for  Cancer  because  we  have  proved 
to  our  own  satisfaction  that  it  is  the  most  rational,  modern  and  successful 
method.  Because  of  the  very  nature  of  the  disease  it  does  not  permit  of  any 
argument  as  to  the  best  means  for  its  successful  treatment.  And  by  success¬ 
ful  treatment  we  mean  treatment  that  not  only  removes  the  external  Can¬ 
cerous  affection,  but  also  eradicates  the  cause  from  the  system  or  blood  and 
gives  lasting  results  to  the  patient. 

The  Cancer  Commission  of  the  American  Association  of  Progressive  Med¬ 
icine,  in  a  special  report  on  Cancer,  stated  that  “Surgery  has  for  years  been 
the  generally  accepted  treatment  for  Cancer.  During  the  past  sixty  years  the 
technique  of  surgery  has  been  improved  to  a  marvelous  extent.  Notwith¬ 
standing  this,  during  the  same  period  of  years  the  mortality  of  Cancer  has 
increased  many  fold."  What  are  we  to  think  of  such  a  statement  coming  from 
a  body  of  men  who  have  made  a  special  study  of  the  subject.  We  at  once 
conclude  that  surgery  is  not  a  cure  for  Cancer,  that  it  fails  of  results  because 
it  removes  only  the  external  growth,  leaving  the  original  cause  in  the  system 
to  produce  another  Cancer. 

We  do  not  claim  to  have  learned  all  there  is  to  know  about  Cancer,  but 
we  have  learned  that  in  every  case  there  is  a  pre-cancerous  condition,  a  con¬ 
dition  of  the  system  that  is  favorable  to  the  development  of  Cancer,  and  that 
the  longer  the  Cancer  is  present,  the  greater  becomes  the  constitutional 
invasion. 

A  disease  that  has  its  origin  from  within  the  system  and  later  shows  itself 
in  the  form  of  a  sore  or  tumor  on  the  surface  of  the  body  can  hardly  be  expected 
to  be  cured  by  the  mere  taking  out  of  such  sore  or  tumor.  We  have  long  con¬ 
tended,  and  our  contention  has  been  repeatedly  proved  by  our  own  work,  as 
well  as  by  other  investigators,  that  to  treat  Cancer  successfully,  the  disease 
must  be  eradicated  by  both  local  and  internal  medication. 
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Because  of  the  peculiar  constitutional  condition  incident  to  the  precan- 
cerous  and  Cancerous  state,  the  Cancer  patient  is  the  victim  of  chronic  con¬ 
stipation,  passes  a  small  amount  of  urine  low  in  salts,  has  a  defective  blood 
low  in  its  power  to  destroy  waste,  has  hardened  arteries  and  a  high  blood 
pressure,  and  a  subnormal  temperature. 

It  is  therefore  necessary  to  give  internal  medicine  and  use  electrical  and 
mechanical  measures  to  correct  these  conditions.  As  individuals  differ,  and 
as  the  cause  of  the  conditions  described  differ,  the  treatment  cannot  be  routine ; 
it  cannot  be  the  same  for  all.  A  number  of  well-known  medicines  are  used 
to  break  up  the  constipation  and  promote  elimination  by  the  bowels.  It  may 
be  that  the  constipation  and  torpidity  of  the  bowels  is  caused  by  something 
not  amenable  to  medicine.  Then  mechanical  measures  or  electricity  may  be 
indicated.  There  can  be  no  set  rule  for  every  case.  There  can  be  no  one 
medical  or  mechanical  formula.  The  desired  end  is  free  and  regular  elimination 
by  the  bowels. 

The  same  is  true  of  the  kidneys.  They  must  be  brought  to  a  normal, 
healthy  elimination.  The  means  must  be  individual  and  selected  for  each 
separate  case.  The  cause  of  the  defective  elimination  must  be  sought  and 
removed.  It  must  be  understood  that  it  is  not  the  Cancer  that  is  the  cause 
of  these  irregularities,  but  that  it  is  the  condition  resulting  from  these  irregu¬ 
larities  which  is  the  cause  of  the  Cancer. 

The  condition  of  the  blood  and  tissue  juices  must  be  corrected  by  internal 
medicine.  There  are  a  number  of  well-known  remedies  which  will  perform 
this  office.  They  must  be  carefully  selected  according  to  the  condition  found 
in  each  individual  patient.  Cancer  patients  are  nearly  all  old  persons  or  at 
least  past  middle  age.  Their  eliminating  and  glandular  organs  are  not  at  their 
best.  They  must  be  helped  by  judicious  treatment.  All  this  is  within  the 
field  of  internal  medicine. 

When  all  this  has  been  done,  there  remains  only  the  destruction  and  re¬ 
moval  of  the  Cancerous  tumor.  Its  hardness,  redness  and  soreness  will  have 
been  removed  by  the  medical  treatment.  The  removal  of  the  tumor  must  be 
radical  and  complete.  There  must  be  no  temporizing.  The  method  to  be 
employed  is  a  matter  of  selection  depending  upon  the  location  and  advance¬ 
ment  of  the  tumor,  its  rapidity  of  growth,  and  the  resistance  and  sensitive¬ 
ness  of  the  patient.  All  successful  methods  of  removal  depend  upon  the  fact 
that  Cancer  cells  are  not  as  resistant  as  normal  cells.  They  are  readily  killed 
by  the  use  of  escharotics,  while  normal  cells  around  them  are  uninjured  or 
only  inflamed. 

From  a  diagnostic  survey,  surgery  is  not  indicated  as  a  curative  measure 
in  Cancer.  There  is  an  element  of  danger  from  X-rays  in  that  there  is  as  yet 
no  method  of  regulating  or  controlling  them  so  as  to  make  them  safe  and  ef¬ 
fective.  The  same  is  true  of  radium.  Medical  methods  are  the  methods  of 
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choice  because  they  are  safer,  surer,  can  be  controlled,  and  produce  the  desired 
results;  that  is,  they  cure  the  Cancer  so  that  it  does  not  return.  By  medical 
measures,  indicated  in  each  individual  case,  the  Cancerous  tumor  is  killed.  It 
comes  out,  leaving  a  healthy  sore,  which  is  healed  by  ordinary  methods. 

The  importance  of  internal  or  constitutional  medication  in  the  treatment 
of  Cancer  cannot  be  over-estimated.  We  venture  to  say  that  many  curable 
cases  of  Cancer  are  not  cured  because  too  little  importance  is  attached  to  the 
value  of  treatment  for  the  blood. 

The  Control  of  Cancer 

The  chief  hope  of  controlling  Cancer  and  reducing  the  death-rate  lies  in 
the  early  recognition  of  the  disease,  followed  by  efficient  medical  treatment. 
Thousands  of  lives  are  needlessly  sacrificed  for  no  other  reason  than  ignorance 
and  neglect.  There  is  no  reason  why  the  Cancer  patient  should  not  seek  prompt 
and  competent  medical  services,  as  do  patients  who  find  themselves  afflicted 
with  some  other  malady  or  acute  sickness.  The  usual  cause  for  neglect  is  due 
to  the  fact  that  Cancer  does  not  begin  with  an  attack  of  severe  illness  or  bodily 
suffering  to  alarm  the  patient.  For  this  reason  a  different  attitude  toward 
Cancer  prevails  and  occasions  many  preventable  deaths  The  unwillingness  on 
the  part  of  the  patient  to  admit  he  has  Cancer  and  to  seek  expert  medical 
advice  in  time  is  also  a  difficult  obstacle  to  surmount  in  the  control  of  the 
disease. 

Proof  of  this  fatal  neglect  is  found  in  our  daily  correspondence.  Many 
times  patients  have  consulted  us  regarding  a  small  sore  or  growth  which  showed 
every  evidence  of  Cancer  in  its  early  stage.  Because  of  absence  of  severe  pain, 
and  the  slow  development  of  the  disease,  the  patient  refused  treatment,  either 
believing  in  his  own  mind  that  he  did  not  have  Cancer  or  preferring  to  wait 
until  the  disease  became  more  manifest.  From  a  few  months  to  a  year  or 
more,  these  patients  again  consult  us  and  we  find  them  in  a  most  dangerous 
condition;  some  past  any  hope  of  a  cure. 

It  is  indeed  extremely  rare  that  Cancer  patients  seek  efficient  treatment 
when  the  disease  first  appears.  Most  of  this  class  of  patients  could,  and  cer¬ 
tainly  all  should,  come  under  proper  treatment  at  the  first  suspicious  symptoms, 
and  then  the  control  of  Cancer  would  not  be  such  a  difficult  problem. 

The  control  of  Cancer  lies  not  alone  in  the  discovery  of  an  infallible  remedy 
that  will  cure  every  case  regardless  of  location  or  stage  of  development,  but 
in  the  education  of  the  public.  Because  of  the  good  and  sufficient  reason  that 
Cancer  is  a  progressive  disease — does  not  get  well  voluntarily,  as  do  many 
other  diseases,  but  develops  to  a  fatal  end — there  will  never  be  discovered  an 
infallible  cure  for  the  disease  in  all  its  stages  of  advanced  development.  When 
Cancer  once  appears,  its  tendency  is  to  continuously  get  worse,  slowly  or  rapidly 
as  time  goes  on.  If  the  disease  is  not  promptly  and  properly  treated  and  cured 
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it  invariably  kills  the  patient  unless  some  other  disease  intervenes  and  causes 
death.  As  surely  as  time  goes  on,  just  so  surely  does  the  development  of  Cancer 
go  on,  and  one  might  just  as  well  think  of  stopping  the  flight  of  time  as  to  think 
of  stopping  the  growth  of  Cancer  after  it  has  reached  a  certain  stage. 

Unfortunately,  there  is  no  way  to  determine  how  soon  or  how  late  after 
the  appearance  of  Cancer  before  it  will  result  in  the  death  of  the  victim.  This 
fact,  together  with  the  certain  knowledge  of  the  terrible  fatality  of  the  disease, 
should  be  sufficient  incentive  for  anyone  to  procure  proper  treatment  just  as 
soon  as  it  is  known  he  has  Cancer.  You  ask  how  you  are  to  know  you  have 
Cancer?  Not  being  a  physician,  you  are  not  expected  to  know,  but  you  do 
know  when  an  unnatural  lump  appears,  or  a  sore  that  will  not  heal.  You 
know  it  is  an  abnormal  condition — shouldn’t  be  there — and,  knowing  this,  you 
should  consult  a  competent  physician,  one  who  knows  a  case  of  Cancer  when 
he  sees  it. 

Cancer  has  its  inception,  or  origin,  from  within  the  system,  coming  about 
through  faulty  elimination  which  results  in  chronic  intoxication — a  poisoning 
of  the  system  by  the  body  waste  material  that  is  not  properly  eliminated  or 
thrown  off  through  the  natural  waste  channels.  The  local  or  external  Can¬ 
cerous  tumor,  or  sore,  appears  at  a  point  made  weak  by  injury  or  continued 
irritation.  A  refractory  lump  or  sore,  one  that  does  not  subside  under  the 
simple  remedies  usually  employed,  nearly  always,  under  the  above  conditions, 
means  the  beginning  of  Cancer.  To  cut  or  burn  out  the  affected  part  does 
not  remove  the  cause  from  the  system. 

Symptoms  of  Cancer  are  generally  present  early  and  can  be  readily  recog¬ 
nized  by  one  who  understands  their  significance.  In  many  instances,  however, 
the  disease  is  not  suspected  by  the  patient  until  the  symptoms  are  well  pro¬ 
nounced  or  until  there  is  a  tumor  or  sore  of  considerable  size.  For  this  reason, 
and  other  reasons  before  cited,  few  patients  come  under  treatment  earlier  than 
a  year  or  more  after  the  Cancer  appears.  Under  these  adverse  circumstances 
the  death  toll  from  Cancer  is  great — needlessly  great,  because  of  ignorance  or 
willful  neglect.  It  behooves  all  of  us  to  acquaint  ourselves  with  the  early 
symptoms  of  Cancer,  for  no  one  is  exempt. 

To  sum  it  all  up,  the  control  of  Cancer — meaning  its  successful  treatment — 
depends  upon  educating  the  public  to  recognize  the  early  symptoms  of  the 
disease,  to  avoid  untried,  experimental  and  ineffective  treatment  that  does  not 
remove  the  cause  from  the  blood  and  system,  and  go  immediately  to  a  legiti¬ 
mate  Cancer  specialist,  one  known  to  be  reliable  because  of  his  large  practice 
and  record  of  hundreds  of  cures. 
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Cost  of  Treatment  and  Services 

If  all  cases  of  Cancer  were  exactly  alike  it  would  be  an  easy  matter  to 
set  a  price  for  treatment  and  services  before  seeing  a  patient.  Necessarily, 
the  charge  must  vary  because  of  the  difference  in  cases. 

In  every  instance  the  cost  of  treatment  and  services  is  governed  by  the 
severity  of  the  case  and  the  length  of  time  the  patient  is  required  to  be  under 
treatment.  When  it  is  necessary  for  the  patient  to  remain  from  two  to  four 
weeks,  we  make  a  weekly  charge.  In  the  more  severe  cases  requiring  a  longer 
course  of  treatment,  we  make  a  flat  rate,  or  stated  price,  for  a  specified  length 
of  time.  Whether  you  pay  by  the  week  or  for  a  course  of  treatment  covering 
a  specified  length  of  time,  the  cost  of  treatment  and  services  includes  all  medi¬ 
cines,  bandages  and  dressings,  appliances,  treatments  and  everything  necessary 
for  the  proper  treatment  of  the  case. 

It  has  always  been  our  policy  to  make  our  charges  as  reasonable  as  pos¬ 
sible,  so  that  no  patient  is  denied  the  benefit  of  our  treatment  and  services 
because  of  inability  to  pay  a  large  fee. 
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X-Ray 

The  X-ray  was  discovered  during  the  latter  part  of  the  year  1895  by  a 
German  scientist,  William  Conrad  Roentgen.  Not  being  certain  as  to  the 
nature  of  the  rays,  he  called  it  X-ray.  “X"  signifies  and  means  an  unknown 
quantity.  Hence,  not  fully  knowing  the  nature,  or  quantity,  of  the  rays,  they 
were  called  X-ray  The  X-ray  is  sometimes  referred  to  as  Roentgen  rays, 
in  honor  of  the  discoverer. 

Shortly  after  the  discovery  of  the  X-ray,  it  was  recommended  and  em¬ 
ployed  by  many  physicians  as  a  cure  for  Cancer  Its  employment  in  the  treat 
ment  of  this  disease  for  several  years  by  physicians  in  every  part  of  the  country 
proved  that  its  value  as  a  cure  for  Cancer  was  over-estimated.  Notwith¬ 
standing  the  fact  that  the  X-ray  has  proved  a  disappointment  and  failure  in 
the  treatment  of  Cancer,  some  physicians  are  still  advocating  its  use. 

We  have  had  many  patients  come  to  us  who  had  been  treated  by  X-ray, 
and  we  candidly  believe  that  they  were  made  worse  by  such  treatment.  The 
X-ray  has  been  known  to  cause  Cancer  upon  the  operator  using  it  as  a  cure 
and  in  other  experimental  work.  In  the  Fifth  Report  of  the  Cancer  Com¬ 
mission  of  Harvard  University,  this  is  acknowledged,  and  there  are  shown 
photographs  of  growths  on  the  hand,  chest,  abdomen  and  elsewhere  of  operators 
using  the  X-ray,  which  growths,  they  say,  “microscopically  cannot  be  distin¬ 
guished  from  similar  carcinomata  (Cancer)  of  ordinary  occurrence.” 

In  many  cases  applying  to  us  for  treatment,  after  having  been  repeatedly 
exposed  to  X-rays,  we  have  found  it  more  difficult  to  heal  the  X-ray  burn 
than  it  would  have  been  to  cure  the  primary  Cancer.  The  rays  pass  freely 
through  the  various  tissues  and  fluids  of  the  body  and  cannot  be  confined 
entirely  to  the  Cancer-affected  area.  Tissue  that  has  been  repeatedly  exposed 
to  the  X-rays,  especially  where  dermatitis  has  been  set  up,  is  never  quite  restored 
to  its  normal  condition. 

While  we  do  not  use  and  cannot  recommend  X-ray  in  the  treatment  of 
Cancer,  it  is  a  wonderful  aid  to  the  physician  in  general  practice.  It  is  of 
great  value  for  locating  foreign  substances  in  the  body,  in  locating  fractures 
of  the  bone,  and  in  making  diagnosis  of  internal  diseases,  but  the  full  physio¬ 
logical  effect  of  the  X-rays  are  not  yet  clearly  understood. 

If  we  are  to  base  our  opinion  upon  past  results  of  experimental  work,  in 
the  treatment  of  Cancer  by  X-ray,  we  must  conclude  that  the  X-ray  is  not 
a  cure  for  Cancer. 

Radium 

Radium  was  discovered  by  French  scientists  in  the  year  1898.  It  is  a 
metallic-  element  obtained  from  pitch-blende,  a  mineral  usually  found  with 
silver  and  lead  ores.  It  is  a  white,  crystalline  substance  with  a  strong  illu- 
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minating  power,  and  its  light,  or  rays,  is  said  to  be  capable  of  piercing  three 
feet  of  iron. 

A  great  deal  has  been  published  in  daily  papers  and  in  magazines  re¬ 
garding  Radium  as  a  cure  for  Cancer.  In  our  opinion,  this  wide  publicity  has 
been  very  detrimental  to  the  Cancer-afflicted  public.  It  has  been  the  cause  of 
a  number  of  Cancer  patients  going  to  distant  hospitals  owning  and  using  Ra¬ 
dium  for  the  treatment  of  Cancer.  Other  patients  wait  to  see  what  the  re¬ 
sults  are  in  these  cases,  thereby  allowing  their  own  cases  to  develop  and  grow 
worse.  Cancer  does  not  remain  dormant.  It  either  gets  better  under  proper 
treatment,  or  it  is  gradually  growing  worse  under  improper  treatment  or  no 
treatment  at  all. 

You  have  perhaps  read  of  the  wonderful  claims  made  for  the  curative 
value  of  Radium  as  applied  to  Cancer,  and  also  of  different  persons  undergoing 
its  treatment,  but  have  you  read  any  authentic  reports  of  permanent  cures 
to  substantiate  these  claims'? 

Not  only  have  we  had  correspondence  with  a  large  number  of  Cancer  pa¬ 
tients  who  have  used  Radium  with  disappointing  results,  but  we  have  also 
personally  examined  and  treated  many  cases  where  Radium  had  failed.  Some 
we  have  cured;  in  others  we  have  found  the  Cancer  so  widely  scattered  and 
the  development  so  accelerated  that  a  cure  was  impossible.  The  large  volume 
of  evidence  we  have  gathered  is  so  overwhelmingly  against  its  success  that 
we  cannot  but  condemn  its  use  for  Cancer  removal. 

Why  We  Do  Not  Use  Nor  Advise  Surgery , 
X-Ray,  or  Radium  for  Cancer  Removal 

As  has  already  been  stated,  our  Cancer  study,  research,  investigations, 
and  experience  extend  over  a  period  of  twenty-five  years.  Our  conclusions 
are  based  on  the  findings  in  the  thousands  of  cases  that  have  come  under  our 
personal  observation,  clinical  study  and  pathological  and  physical  examinations. 

It  has  always  been  our  policy  to  be  open-minded  to  the  extent  that  we 
do  not  condemn  or  antagonize  any  method  of  treatment,  without  first  having 
what  we  consider  just  reasons  for  doing  so.  When  anything  new  concerning 
Cancer  is  discovered,  when  a  more  effective  method  of  treating  it  than  that 
which  we  use  is  devised,  we  are  anxious  to  know  it,  that  the  many  hundreds 
applying  to  us  for  relief  and  cure  may  have  the  best  and  most  effective  treat¬ 
ment  that  is  to  be  had  anywhere.  We  do  not  condemn  a  theory  or  practice 
because  it  is  new.  Neither  do  we  hold  to  one  because  it  is  old.  Wonderful 
progress  has  been  made  in  the  science  of  medicine  and  the  successful  treatment 
of  disease  during  the  past  twenty  years.  There  is  still  room  for  an  almost 
unlimited  more.  When  we  cease  to  progress,  we  retrograde. 

During  the  past  few  years  there  had  been  a  great  deal  of  publicity  or  what 
we  might  call  propaganda,  urging  surgery  as  the  best  and  most  effective  method 
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of  Cancer  removal.  Also,  X-ray  and  radium  are  being  advised  in  certain 
classes  of  cases.  You  have  already  read  our  views,  but  we  want  you  to  know 
what  another  eminent  authority  has  to  say  on  the  subject. 

In  the  August  1922  edition  of  “Clinicla  Medicine”  is  quite  a  lengthy  ar¬ 
ticle  on  Cancer  by  L.  Duncan  Bulkley,  M.D.,  senior  physician  to  the  New 
York  Skin  and  Cancer  Hospital,  also  member  of  the  American  Cancer  Research 
Association.  Not  only  does  Dr.  Bulkley  concur  with  our  opinion  that  Cancer 
is  a  constitutional  disease,,  but  he  also  condemns  surgery  for  the  extirpation 
or  removal  of  Cancer  in  no  uncertain  terms.  He  says:  “Under  the  dom¬ 
inance  of  surgery  during  the  last  twenty  years,  Cancer  as  a  racial  disease  has 
shown  such  steady,  tragic,  and  lamentable  strides  in  its  death  rate,  that  all 
are  inquiring  what  can  be  done  to  check  it.”  Further:  “The  American  Soci¬ 
ety  for  the  Control  of  Cancer  has  certainly  not  accomplished  anything  at  all, 
or  even  suggested  anything,  other  than  early  and  REPEATED  operation.” 

Our  readers  will  understand  that  our  facilities  and  opportunities  for  ob¬ 
serving  and  knowing  the  results  being  obtained  from  the  various  methods  of 
Cancer  removal  are  very  great.  We  do  not  honestly  believe  that  any  fair- 
minded  person  could  remain  in  our  institution  very  long  and  have  the  oppor¬ 
tunities  to  see  the  frightful  conditions  of  so  many  who  apply  to  us  for  treatment, 
following  surgical,  X-ray,  or  radium  removal  of  Cancer,  and  still  conscientiously 
indorse  any  of  these  methods.  A  large  percentage  of  the  cases  we  have  to 
pronounce  hopelessly  incurable  are  the  ones  where  one  or  more  of  these  methods 
have  failed. 

Another  thing  we  wish  you  to  consider:  If  our  experience  taught  us  that 
any  one  of  all  of  these  methods  are  superior  to  the  treatment  we  employ,  is  there 
any  reason  why  we  wouldn’t  be  willing  to  change?  There  is  nothing  to  prevent 
us  from  employing  surgery,  X-ray,  or  radium,  but  we  consider  our  combination 
of  local  and  constitutional  treatment  far  superior,  as  proven  by  the  many  cures 
we  have  accomplished,  where  one  or  more  of  these  treatments  had  not  only 
failed,  but  had  greatly  aggravated  the  conditions  and  lessened  the  patient’s 
chances  for  recovery. 

We  are  perfectly  willing  to  be  convinced  of  the  merits  and  efficiency  of  any 
treatment  for  Cancer,  but,  before  giving  up  that  which  has  proven  effective 
in  so  many  hundreds  of  cases,  we  must  have  the  unquestioned  proof  that  some¬ 
thing  better  is  to  take  its  place.  We  are  unwilling  to  jeopardize  our  patients’ 
chances  for  a  cure  from  such  a  disease  as  Cancer,  nor  are  we  going  to  be  untrue 
to  our  own  personal  convictions,  by  using  methods  in  which  we  do  not  have 
confidence,  just  to  be  in  accord  with  the  majority  Far  rather  do  we  prefer 
to  continue  to  fight  the  battle,  even  though  the  odds  in  numbers  are  against 
us,  as  long  as  the  real  evidence — patients  cured — is  overwhelmingly  in  our 
favor.  To  one  who  has  Cancer — whose  life  is  hanging  in  the  balance — the 
one  prime  consideration  is  to  secure  the  services  and  treatment  that  offers 
the  greatest  possibility  of  a  lasting  cure. 
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Fundamentals  on  Which  Our  Treatment 

Is  Based 

From  what  has  already  been  said  concerning  the  results  of  our  twenty- 
five  years  of  Cancer  study  and  research,  and  our  clinical  experience  with  so 
many  hundreds  of  cases,  our  views  concerning  Cancer  will  be  pretty  thoroughly 
understood  by  the  reader.  It  is  our  contention,  based  on  this  extensive  and 
prolonged  study  and  experience,  that  two  things  are  fundamental  in  the  suc¬ 
cessful  treatment  of  Cancer.  First — a  complete  destruction  of  the  abnormal 
Cancer  cells.  If  any  of  the  cells  are  not  destroyed,  they  continue  to  grow 
and  multiply.  Second — a  complete  eradication  from  the  system,  and  a  cor¬ 
rection  of  the  conditions  responsible  for  the  formation  of  the  local  Cancerous 
growth  or  lesion. 

Where  we  can  secure  the  case  in  time  that  these  two  fundamentals  are 
possible  of  accomplishment  under  our  treatment,  a  cure  is  the  result.  Where 
the  case  is  so  far  advanced  that  one  or  both  are  impossible,  it  has  then  passed 
over  the  invisible  line  that  places  it  among  the  incurables. 

For  the  destruction  of  the  Cancer  cells,  we  use  what  is  called  Escharotics — 
a  treatment  that  literally  destroys  every  vestige  of  the  Cancerous  growth,  with 
which  it  comes  in  contact,  by  cauterization.  The  form  of  escharotic  used  de¬ 
pends  on  several  conditions — location  of  the  Cancer  to  be  removed,  size,  con¬ 
sistency  of  the  cellular  construction,  patient's  age,  conditions  of  the  general 
health,  etc.  But  always  the  one  thing  of  prime,  of  vital,  importance  is  the 
complete  removal  of  every  vestige  of  the  Cancer — the  utter  destruction  of  every 
live  Cancer  cell. 

The  constitutional  treatment  required  is  determined  after  we  have  gone 
fully  into  the  history  of  the  case,  secured  a  full  list  of  all  the  abnormal  symptoms 
experienced  by  the  patient,  have  made  a  thorough  investigation  of  the  patient’s 
mode  of  living,  and  have  thoroughly  examined  the  blood  microscopically,  have 
determined  the  blood  pressure,  and  have  made  a  complete  ana’ysis  of  the 
urine,  both  as  to  quantity  and  quality.  Then  the  constitutional  treatment  is 
prescribed  to  meet  the  conditions  of  the  individual  case. 

A  great  measure  of  our  splendid  success  is  due  to  the  thoroughness  of 
our  examinations  preceding  trea  ment.  But  even  with  the  right  treatment 
a  great  deal  depends  on  the  knowledge  and  skill  of  the  physician  in  using  it 
Right  treatment,  ignorantly  employed,  might  in  many  cases  do  a  great  deal 
of  harm,  instead  of  giving  the  results  desired. 

Elimination 

The  principal  channels  or  organs  through  which  the  waste  or  poisonous 
materials  are  eliminated  from  the  body  are  the  kidneys,  the  bowels,  and  the 
skin.  When  one  or  more  of  these  excretory  organs  fail  to  function  properly, 
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it  causes  the  retention  in  the  system  of  poisonous  material  that  is  inimical  to 
health.  Also,  it  results  in  an  over-working  of  the  other  excretory  organs  to 
make  up  for  the  deficiency  of  the  one  not  functioning  normally.  This,  if  con¬ 
tinued  is  bound  to  cause  a  break-down  of  the  entire  system  of  elimination. 

That  the  retention  of  wastes  and  poisons  in  the  system,  due  to  defective 
elimination,  has  a  decisive  influence  both  on  the  formation  and  the  development 
of  Cancer,  there  is  in  our  minds  not  the  slightest  doubt.  Almost  invariably 
we  find  chronic  constipation  co-existent  with  cancer.  In  many  cases  the  con¬ 
stipation  has  been  present  for  years  before  the  Cancer  originated.  Usually, 
we  also  find  that  the  kidneys  are  defective  in  elimination.  Normally,  the 
kidneys  are  expected  to  take  care  of  about  48  per  cent  of  body  elimination. 
In  many  cases  we  find  the  skin  dry  and  harsh.  In  every  case,  without  excep¬ 
tion,  we  find  faulty  elimination  of  more  or  less  degree,  varying  in  the  individual. 

Even  if  faulty  elimination  had  no  bearing  on  the  causation  of  Cancer, 
the  fact  that  it  exists  with  it,  and  that  it  is  detrimental  to  the  health  and  well¬ 
being  of  the  patient,  is  sufficient  reason  for  constitutional  treatment.  But  it 
does  influence  both  its  development  and  cure.  After  the  Cancer  lesion  or 
growth  has  formed,  the  restoration  of  normal  elimination  alone  will  not  cure 
it.  Neither  wil  the  complete  removal  of  the  Cancer.  The  two  combined  form 
the  logical,  effective  combination  treatment. 

In  correcting  defective  elimination,  the  aim  is  not  just  temporary  relief 
by  the  over-stimulation  of  the  organ  or  organs  at  fault.  The  result  sought 
is  a  restoration  to  normalcy,  so  that  after  treatment  is  discontinued,  the  work 
of  elimination  goes  on  just  as  nature  intended  it  should.  In  other  words,  we 
strive  to  cure,  instead  of  just  giving  temporary  relief. 

A  Fallacy  to  Avoid 

It  is  not  an  uncommon  occurrence  that  a  person  annoyed  with  a  refrac¬ 
tory  sore  or  growth  will  seek  advice  in  the  early  stage  of  the  trouble  and  is 
told  to  “let  it  alone;  don’t  bother  it  till  it  bothers  you.”  The  number  of  lives 
needlessly  sacrificed  because  the  individual  followed  the  foolish  advice  to  “let 
it  alone,”  we  do  not  presume  to  say,  because  reliable  statistics  are  not  ob¬ 
tainable.  Judging  by  the  many  letters  we  receive  from  Cancer  patients  who 
tell  us  they  have  decided  not  to  be  treated,  or  at  least  to  defer  treatment,  and 
the  letters  which  later  come  from  those  who  are  in  the  last  throes  of  the  disease 
because  they  “let  it  alone,”  the  number  of  deaths  must  be  very  great. 

The  patient  himself,  not  being  aware  of  the  grave  danger  ahead,  is  not 
always  to  be  blamed  for  putting  off  treatment,  yet  a  great  many  times  he  may 
mistrust  that  “to  let  it  alone”  is  not  just  the  right  thing  to  do,  but  still  neglects 
to  seek  competent  advice. 

Many  patients  come  to  us  suffering  with  Cancer  in  a  fearfully  advanced 
stage  who  say  they  sought  medical  counsel  when  their  trouble  first  appeared, 
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but  were  told  the  little  sore  or  lump  did  not  amount  to  anything  and  to  let 
it  alone,  not  to  bother  it  until  it  bothered  them.  Others  say  they  were  given 
a  little  salve  or  lotion  and  told  to  return  in  a  week  or  a  month.  Much  valu¬ 
able  time  is  fooled  away  in  that  manner  until,  finally,  the  Cancer  has  reached 
such  serious  proportions  the  patient  is  rushed  off  to  the  hospital  for  a  surgical 
operation.  If  the  operation  is  successful  and  the  patient  recovers  from  the 
Cancer  he  can  consider  himself  most  fortunate  indeed,  as  the  usual  sequence 
at  this  stage  is  a  return  of  the  Cancer.  If  it  does  return,  the  patient  awakens 
to  the  full  realization  that  his  life  is  in  danger,  and,  even  though  the  Cancer 
has  now  advanced  to  a  hopelessly  incurable  stage,  he  may  call  upon  a  Cancer 
specialist  and  expect  the  doctor  to  perform  a  miracle — in  other  words,  to  cure 
him  of  an  incurable  condition,  a  disease  that,  no  doubt,  could  have  been  easily 
cured  had  he  received  sensible  advice  and  efficient  treatment  at  the  proper  time. 

Not  all  post-operative  recurrent  cases  of  Cancer  are  incurable,  but  they 
usually  yield  more  stubbornly,  and  each  succeeding  recurrence  lessens  the 
patient's  chance  of  recovery  by  medical  measures. 

Any  woman  who  has  a  small  growth  in  the  breast,  or  any  man  who  has 
a  sore  on  the  lip,  nose,  face  or  other  exposed  surface  that  refuses  to  heal  within 
a  reasonable  length  of  time  under  the  simple  remedies  ordinarily  used,  should 
employ  expert  medical  advice,  for  more  often  than  otherwise  such  conditions 
are  the  beginning  of  a  serious  and  dangerous  case  of  Cancer,  and  “to  let  it 
alone”  means  almost  certain  death. 

Bear  this  in  mind:  Any  growth  or  lump  in  the  breast,  an  induration  or 
fissure  in  the  lip  or  sore  on  the  face  or  hand  should  be  treated  promptly  and 
not  let  alone  to  develop  into  a  frightful,  wolfish,  life-destroying  Cancer.  Timely 
treatment  of  the  right  kind  will  not  only  save  you  much  suffering,  but  will 
save  your  life. 

Many  a  poor  mortal  has  followed  the  foolish  advice  to  let  his  Cancer  alone, 
to  not  bother  it  until  it  has  bothered  him,  until  the  disease  has  so  fastened 
itself  upon  the  victim  that  nothing  can  be  done  to  save  his  life. 

The  once  common  belief  that  Cancer  is  incurable,  that  it  will  be  made 
to  grow  faster  if  treated  and  should  be  let  alone  as  long  as  the  pain  can  be 
endured,  are  fallacies  that  are  being  rapidly  dispelled.  You  should  not  entertain 
such  false  thoughts  or  fears.  Efficacious  treatment  will  cure  you;  so  by  all 
means  procure  it  at  once  and  get  rid  of  your  Cancer  before  it  gets  rid  of  you. 

The  Danger  of  Delay 

All  physicians  who  have  given  any  study  to  Cancer  are  now  agreed  that 
early  treatment  is  imperative,  but,  unfortunately,  as  we  have  already  shown, 
they  do  not  all  agree  on  the  method  or  mode  of  treatment.  This  is  due  to  the 
fact  that  there  is  no  known  infallible  cure  for  Cancer  in  all  its  stages  of  devel¬ 
opment.  Because  of  the  very  nature  of  the  disease,  the  various  changes  it 
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undergoes  as  it  progresses,  and  widely  different  physical  complications  resulting 
in  different  individuals,  there  can  be  no  one  standard  or  fixed  treatment.  There¬ 
fore,  a  combination  medical  treatment  such  as  ours  that  can  be  varied  to  suit 
each  individual  case  is  the  most  logical. 

It  is  admitted  that  there  are  some  cases  of  Cancer  that  inevitably  prove 
fatal  despite  the  most  heroic  efforts  to  cure,  even  when  treated  early.  Such 
cases  are  few,  however,  as  compared  with  the  great  number  of  persons  who 
suffer  with  this  malady.  It  is  a  lamentable  fact  that  thousands  of  Cancer 
patients  succumb  to  the  disease  because  of  no  other  reason  than  self-neglect. 
I  hey  are  indifferent  to  their  affliction  in  its  early  stage,  even  against  the  most 
reliable  medical  advice,  and  persist  in  deferring  proper  treatment  until  past  all 
hope  of  cure. 

The  percentage  of  rejected  cases,  that  is,  cases  applying  to  us  too  late, 
in  our  judgment,  for  successful  treatment,  is  approximately  one  out  of  every 
eight.  This  high  percentage  of  Cancer  cases  reaching  an  incurable  condition 
is  avoidable  and  wholly  unnecessary.  To  us  there  is  but  one  explanation — 
delay  and  waste  of  time  with  ineffective  treatment.

We  venture  to  say  that  by  far  the  majority  of  cases  we  have  rejected  as 
incurable  could  have  been  cured  had  they  not  delayed  or  could  have  had  proper 
treatment  at  the  right  time.  Right  today  there  are  hundreds,  yes  thousands, 
of  patients  in  the  incipient  or  early  stage  of  Cancer  who  will,  no  doubt,  regard¬ 
less  of  all  timely  warning,  neglect  their  trouble  or  fool  away  so  much  valuable 
time  with  ineffective  treatment  that  their  disease  will  reach  an  incurable  con¬ 
dition.  If  you  have  Cancer  in  its  early  stage  don’t  wait  to  see  how  bad  it 
will  get  or  until  the  pain  becomes  so  intense  that  you  are  compelled  to  seek 
relief.  Unfortunately,  there  are  no  means  by  which  it  can  be  determined  how 
soon  the  turning  point  from  curable  to  incurable  will  arrive.  Have  your  Cancer 
attended  to  at  once,  and,  if  treated  right  in  the  first  place,  you  will  not  only 
save  yourself  much  suffering  and  unnecessary  expense,  but  your  chances  for 
recovery  will  be  many  fold  greater  than  later  on.

We  encourage  daily  walks  for 
exercise,  when  the  weather  permits,  and  in  order  to  get  the  full  beneficial 
effect  of  pure,  fresh  air,  deep  breathing  and  sunshine,  the  clothing  must  be 
comfortable.
